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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 24 th , 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

2. As per remark on pages 10-11, Applicant argues that Hillhouse does not teach 
the limitations of claim 1. Nevertheless, Hillhouse clearly discloses claim 1's method. 
As cited in Col 8 lines 26-37, the indicator is clearly discloses. The user can select 
different methods to authenticate describes in Col 7 lines 27-50. The method of 
authenticate will allow the user to have access controlling of the key data file, which is 
the resource. Therefore, claims 1 and 1 1's rejection basis dated on 05/19/05 is 
maintained. 

3. As per remark on page 1 2 for claim 21 , Applicant argues that Hillhouse does not 
teach the limitation of "generating at least one indicator that identifies the authentication 
mechanism, comparing the indicator with an access control list and selectively 
controlling access to the resource based on the indicator". As cited Col 8, lines 27-43, 
Hillhouse discloses the indicator of the authentication method. In Col 8, lines 30 
discloses a teaching of the number of authentication requirement to secure the key data 
file. In Col 7, lines 1-27, Hillhouse discloses a method of getting access to key data file 
(the resource) by requiring numbers of authentication methods, which is the access 
control list. Hillhouse discloses that only the required number of authentication methods 
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will able to get control access to the key data file. The system recognizes the operation 
by using the logic in Col 8 lines 27-43 to recognize the number of indicator of the 
authentication method required and successfully authenticated for the key data file 
access. Therefore, claim 21's rejection basis dated on 05/19/05 is maintained. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., on page 9 second paragraph) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993).
